A Methodist Minister Called to Join the 


Host Gone Before.

Eev. Alexander Sernple, pastor of the 


Methodist church nt Moawequa, died last 
evening at 8:20 o'clock, at his home in that 
town, in the 57th year of his age. Bev. 
Semple was a native of Ireland, and had 
been in the Methodist ministry about 28 
years, having been presiding elder of the 
Champaign and Pana Districts, and pastor 
of churches at Jacksonville, Clinton, 
Hillsboro, Delavan, Paris, Shelbyville, 
Quincy, Atlanta, Moawequa and other 
points in the Illinois conference. He was 
was also ' on 
the 
Jacksonville and 


Decatnr circuits. He leaves a widow 
and three children. 
One a son, who 


is practicing medicine at Giove Cily, 
Illinois; another a son, at present in 
Colorado, and an unmarried daughter, 
who recently graduated from the Illinois 
Female -College at Jacksonville. Bev, 
Semple was n frequent visitor to Decatur, 
and was the owner of several tenement 
houses in this city, besides possessing 
other property, He had about decided to 
retire from the ministry and locate in 
Decatur with his family. 


The deceased was n tall, robust man, 


apparently in excellent health. He was 
iu his usual good health and spirits ou 
Wednesday evening, June 13th, when ho 
conducted Ins prayer meeting serfiee at 
Moawequa and arranged for a Sabbath 
school picnic. 
As was his custom, he 


chatted pleasantly with the members of 
his Hook, and then went home. He made 
no complaint of bodily pain, and retired 
at the usual hour. He had been asleep 
about 15 minutes, when his wife was 
awakened by her husband, who was reach- 
ing out with his right hand in the dark- 
ness and uttering broken words. The 
wife arose at once, and summoning the 
family physician, it was discovered that 
the entire left side of Kev. Semple had 
been paralyzed, and that the beloved 
husband and father and faithful minister 
was in an unconscious state. The best 
of medical skill was invoked to alleviate 
the sufferings of the stricken minister 
and save his life if possible, but without 
avail. He was conscious for a few mo- 
ments yesterday and recognized his 
daughter, but spoke no words of parting, 
He died peacefully last evening soon after 
8 o'clock, there being at his bedside his 
family, Dr. B. N. Davies and Eev. W. H. 
Musgrove, who went to Moawequa last 
evening on hearing of the dangerous con- 
dition of their brother minister. 


The deceased, who has a brother, Wm. 


Semple, residing near Mechanicsburg, 
was one of the best known preachers in 
the Illinois conference. He made friends 
wherever he was stationed in his Christian 
work, in which he was always successful. 
He was a man of high character, and in 
the pulpit ifnd among the people he was 
ever jovial and witty. 


This forenoon funeral services were 


held nt the Methodist church at Moawe- 
qua, conducted by Dr. Davies. 
To-mor- 


row morning the remains will be express- 
ed to Mechnnicsburg, where nt 11 o'clock 
a. m. the funeral services proper will be 
held. The remains will be accompanied 
to MeehamcJsburg by l)r. Davies, Bev. 
Dimmitt and Kev. Musgrove, of Decatnr, 
and Kev. Whitlock, of Macon.

There was ample cause for the alarm 


manifested in various parts of Decatur 
Sunday afternoon between 2 aud3 o'clock, 
when the dark, greenish-hued clouds 
gathered iu the west and threatened to 
swoop down upon the city. At noon the 
atmosphere was extremely sultry, even 
hot, and those who had closely watched 
the gathering storm were fearful that a 
cyclone would sweep over the city. There 
was but little thunder and lightning, but 
there was a great abundance of wind and 
rain, the wind blowing with terrific fury, 
bending and breaking rotten trees, laying 
tall grass flat and blowing fowls about 
residence lots, but doing no other damage 
of consequence in the west and southwest 
part of the city, In and about Bramble's 
grove the wind seemed like n tornado, 
and so frightened Mr. M. P Murphoy and 
family that they sought refuge in the cel- 
lar, 
but they had scarcely reached it bo- 


fore the worst oE the blow had passed 
aronud to the east.

thb force of the wind caused the more in- 
securely built houses to tremble and 
crack, and part of Montague's grocery 
store was blown away, doing damage to 
the extent of about 850, and the lumber 
in the lumber yards in the city was blown 
about more or less, but no serious damage, 
was done.

The storm doubtless raged most furi- 


ously southwest of the city. It seemed 
to gather with tho greatest force west of 
the St. Louis bridge which spans the 
Sangnmon, coming directly from the west 
to that point, and going up the river be- 
tween the bluffs shook and shattered the 
trees as it went along. The roof of the 
dwelling house on tho L, L. Haworth 
farm near the river west of the St. Louis 
bridge was partly blown oil', the shingles 
being scattered about in the farm yard. 
The dwelling is occupied by Mr. Lefever 
and family. There were a number of vis- 
itors in the house at the time, and Mr 
Lefever was out in the yard. He affirms 
that before he could get indoors the house 
waa struck, by what he describes as look- 
ing like the tor of a tree in form. He 
also states that the whirling cloud seemed 
to be smoking, and after it struck the 
roof, shattering it as described, it bound- 
ed upward and disappeared up the river, 
None of the occupants of the house were 
injured, though tiiey felt the shock. This 
was all the damage done by the tornado 
so far as reported. J. W. Fletcher, who 
lives near the St. Louis bridge, says his 
two story frame house was made to trem- 
ble and crack, but only for a moment, 


DAMAGE AT AROEOTA. 


Dr. S. C. Ham came in from Argenta 


this forenoon. He reports that the storm 
shook things up right lively in his neigh- 
borhood, and that there was a deluge of 
rain. The tornado struck the new brick 
school house in the town and blew off the 
roof, besides knocking in the upper part 
of one side of the wall. 


Farmers in from the western, southern 


and northeastern parts of the county to- 
day say that the storm raged furiously for 
a short time in their sections, but no 
serious damage was done. There was 
plenty of rain, no hail. 


Last night about 1 o'clock a second 


edition of the storm visited Decatur, but 
there was little wind. The rain came 
down in torrents for about an hour. 


A stiff breeze is prevailing to-day, with 


prospects of another heavy rain. 


There was quite a blow about Spring- 


field, but no serious damage resulted. 


The report on the street that St. Louis 


was visited by a destructive cyclone on 
Sunday lacks foundation. 
No damage 


is reported.

ment, is as good ns settled, as the required 
amount of stock, $5,500, has been taken 
by a number of our enterprising citizens 
and farmers, who have great faith in the 
worthy enterprise.

giving the extract from Bishop Seymour's 
address to the Springfield Synod, with 
reference to the Episcopal summer resort, 
the town of Anapauma, located on the 
shore of Green Bay, Wisconsin, 14 miles 
north of the town of that name, and in a 
region of country represented to be un- 
surpassed for salubrity of climate, fertility 
of soil and beauty of scenery. A small 
hamlet, Bay City, is the nearest postoih'oe, 
a mile distant. The new town covers 18 
acre?, and is laid out m 65 nicely shaded 
lots, each 52x130 feet, a block being re- 
served on which an Ep.seopal chapel will 
be erected. Comfortable houses may be 
built on the lots at prices ranging from 
8350 to S500 and upwards, according to 
the number of rooms required. The 
avenues or streets are named "Spring- 
field," "Decatur," "Bloomington" and 
"Cairo," and along the shore of the bay is 
the public highway. We quote from the 
circular: "It is hoped that every Parish 
and Mission in the Diocese will take im- 
mediate steps to secure a lot and build 
during this season or in the near future. 
They will furnish a place of recreatioo 
for the clergy and their families during 
the hot months and give to them that 
needed rest to which earnest and hard 
workers are justly entitled. We feel that 
if the elergy and their families could gain 
that short respite from labor which lay- 
men seek, they would return to their posts 
so renewed in health nnd spirits that the 
gracious investment in their behalf would 
be more than repaid in renewed zeal and 
earnestness in the Divine work." Laymen 
are also invited to erect houses for their 
own use in Anapaumn, the proceeds from 
the sale of lots to be used in the improve- 
ment of the grounds and building a 
chapel. The land cost $10,000, and it is 
now in charge of a board of trustees, 
whose members are Bt. Bev. George F. 
Seymour, S. T. D,, LL. D,, of Springfield; 
Bev. Walter H. Moore, rector of St. 
John's church, this city, and William J. 
Quinlan, secretary and treasurer, Decatur, 
111. Mr. Quinlan was mainly instrumental 
in providing for this attractive summer 
resort for the Episcopal clergy, and in his 
address alluded to Bishop Seymour re- 
fers to our fellow-townsman in a lauda- 
tory manner. 
There is great interest 


among Episcopalians with reference to 
Anapauma, and we have no doubt but in 
a short time the resort will be dotted 
with numerous cosy cottages, and that 
the town on Green Bay will be visited by 
large numbers of clergymen, their fami- 
lies and laymen each summer season.

The wounds were properly dressed 
by Dr. Sibley, and by order of Supervisor 
Hill the mother and child were taken to 
the poor farm, where they will remain for 
the present. A week ago Mrs. Wheeler, 
who says her husband-has been running 
a bawdy house at Ft. Collins, Col., and is 
now in Alaska, got aboard a train on the 
I, B. & W. road at Champaign, and had 
her baby with her. 
She intended going 


to Bloomington. 
While the train was 


going at full speed—25 miles an hour— 
the woman left her baby in the seat and 
jumped off the train. There was great 
commotion nmong the passengers over 
the sensational episode, which was cer- 
tainly an attempt at suicide. The train 
was stopped and the woman picked up. 
It was found that her right leg was brok- 
en at the ankle and that she had received 
ceveral serious bruises by the fall. She 
was taken to Bloomington and given sur- 
gical attention. 
She was sent back to 


Champaign, and yesterday she was sent 
to Decatur, arriving here this morning as 
stated. Mrs. Wheeler is not in her right 
mind. She is manifestly mentally de- 
ranged and should be closely watched.

The Wabash and Taxes. 


A telegram from Pekin gives the infor- 


mation that County Treasurer Cooper, 
of Tazewell county, has been enjoined by 
the attorneys of the Wabash from col- 
lecting the balance of back taxes due the 
county from that road for 1882, the 
amount yet due being 889.94. Cooper 
seized a Wabash freight train only a few 
weeks ago for the taxes, when the attor- 
ney made his appearance and planked 
down about 84,000 cash, when the train 
was released. Peoria county has not re- 
ceived any of the taxes for 1882 from the 
above road, and has also been enjoined 
from collecting the same. Tho Wabash 
is indebted to Mncon county for taxes, 
nnd there is no disposition on the part of 
the company to pay up.

ixes the rate at $500. 
In this at- 


pt to nullify a state law, for the 


)enefit of the Democratic party, Mr. 
Harrison will probably be enabled to 
liscover whether the bumuier alder- 
men and the blatherskite mayor of 
Chicago are more powerful than the 
satte of Illinois. 
Luckily the coun- 


ty has had experience heretofore 
with Democratic attempts at nullifi- 
cation, aud the result has not been 
exceedingly gratifying to the num- 
bers, either. 


THE NEW LICENSE LAW. 


Which Everybody Should Care- 


fully Bead and Digest. 


We publish the full text of the 


Harper High-License bill as it has 
finally passed the Illinois Legislature 
and been approved by the governor: 
A bill for an act to restrict the power of 


counties, cities, towns, and villages in 
licensing dramshops, to provide for 
granting a license to retail malt liquors 
separately, and for punishing persons 
holding such separate license for un- 
lawful sales and gifts. 
SEC. 1. Be it enacted, by the peo- 


ple of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly:— 
That hereafter it shall not be lawful 
for the corporate ' authorities of any 
city, town, or village in this state to 
grant a license for the keeping of a 
dramshop except upon the payment 
in advance into the treasury of the 
city, town, or village granting the 
license such sum as may be deter- 
mined by the respective authorities 
of such city, town, or village, not 
less than at the rate of $500 per an- 
num; provided, that in all cases 
where a license for the sale of malt 
liquors is granted the city, town, or 
village granting such license may 
grant the same on the payment in 
advance of the sum of not less than 
at the rate of $150 per annum; and 
provided further, that the city coun- 
cil in cities, and the board of trustees 


towns, and the president and 


board of trustees 
in villages, may 


grant permits to pharmacists for the 
sale of liquors for medical, mechani- 
cal, and sacramental and clerical 
purposes only, under such restric- 
tions and regulations as may be pro- 
vided by ordinance. 


SEC. 2. The county boards of each 


county may grant licenses to keep as 
many dramshops in their county as 
they may think the public good re- 
quires upon the application by peti- 
tion of a majority of the legal voters 
of the town if the county is under 
township organization, and, if not 
under township organization, then of 
a majority of the legal voters of the 
election precinct or district where 
the same is proposed to be located, 
and upon payment into the county 
treasury of such sum as the board 
may require, not less than $500 per 
annum for each license, and upon, 
compliance with the provisions of an 
act entitled, "An act to provide for 
the licensing of and against the evils 
arising from the sale of intoxicating 
liquors," approved March 30, 1874, 
in force July 1, 1874; provided', that 
in 
all 
cases where a license is 


granted for the sale of malt liquors 
only such board may grant the same 
upon the payment into the county 
treasury of a sum not less than $150 
per annum for each license; provid- 
ed, farther, such board shall not 
have power to issue any license to 
keep a dramshop in any incorporated 
city, town, or village, or within two 
miles of the same, in which the cor- 
porate authority to license, regulate, 
restrain, or prohibit the sale of 
liquors has been exercised, or in any 
place where the sale of liquors is pro- 
hibited by law. 


SEC. 3. Any person having a li- 


cense to sell malt liquors only, who 
shall, by himself or another, either 
as principal, clerk, or servant, direct- 
ly or indirectly, sell or give any in- 
toxicating liquors other than malt 
liquors in a less quantity than one 
gallon, or in any quantity, to be 
drank upon the premises, or in or 
upon any adjacent room, building, 
yard, or place of public resort, shall 
for each offense be fined not less than 
$20 nor more than $100, or confined 
in ihe County Jail not less than ten 
nor more tlian thirty days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 
The 


penalties provided for in this section 
may be imposed in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or the fines only 
may be sued for and recovered be- 
fore any justice of the peace of the 
proper county.; and in case of con- 
viction the offender shall stand com- 
mitted to the county jail until the 
fines and costs ere fully paid. 
A 


conviction under this section shall 
forfeit the license held by the defend- 
ant, and the court rendering judg- 
ment upon such conviction shall in 
such judgment declare nforeiture of 


license. 


THE plan for consolidating and re- 


ducing the number of internal reve- 
nue collection districts, in accord- 
ance with the action of Congress at 
its last session, has been practically 
agreed upon by the President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The 


reorganization of the service has 
been blocked out in all the States 
except two, in regard to which there 
is some doubt. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the matter will be settled 
finally this week. 
While no defi- 


nite information can be obtained on 
the subject, it is believed Ohio is one 
of the States whose service is still 
under consideration. 
The Cham- 


paign and Sterling districts of Illi- 
nois are understood to be marked 
for abolition. 


The New Road Law. 


We clip from the Danville News 


the following condensation of the 
new road law, which goes into effect 
July 1st: 


Section 1 reafiirms the old law as 


to twenty years' dedication or use 
establishing title. 


_8eotion 2 requires highway com- 


missioners, whenever available means 
will permit, to construct permanent 
roads, beginning where most needed 
or traveled. 
Work on roads shall be 


done timely and in accordance with 
the best known methods, of road 
making by grading and open or tile 
drainage, and by the application of 
rock, gravel or other durable mate- 
rial. 
[Under this section any tax- 


payers can 
enjoin commissioners 


from expending money in any other 
way.] _ 


Section 3 to insure efficiency, au- 


thorizes commissioners to employ a 
general superintendent outside of 
their own body to work under their 
orders. 


Section 4 prohibits commissioners 


from letting. contracts, employing 
labor, purchasing tools or machinery 
or having directly or indirectly any 
personal or pecuniary interest in 
connection therewith. All contracts 
for labor or supplies must be left to 
the lowest responsible bidder at a 
regular meeting of the board. 


Section 7 prohibits the planting 


of willow hedges along a state road. 


Section 8 clothes the commission 


ers with power to condemn under 
the drainage laws. 


Section (J provides for sidewalks 


along state roads. 


Section ll requires road poll tax 


to be paid in cash, but exempts per- 
sons resident of cities or incorporated 
villages. 


Section 13 authorizes a levy of 60 


cents on the hundred dollars for road 
and bridge purposes and payment of 
outstanding orders. 


Section 14. Upon a majority vote 


of the board of town auditors an ad- 
ditional levy of 40 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars may be made. 


Section 15 authorizes an addition- 


al levy of 20 cents on the hundred 
dollars to pay for damages in laying 
out new roads. 


Section 16 refunds one-half the 


tax levied under section 13 to city 
and village authorities. 


From section 17 to section 78 the 


law is occupied with detail for lay- 
ing out and condemning land for 
roads. 
Section 79 provides that 


upon a petition of not less than 25 
legal voters any town may vote 
whether they will pay road tax in 
labor or in cash, said election to be 
held on the last Tuesday in August. 
If a majority vote for payment in 
labor of the district labor and prop- 
erty road tax, then the labor system 
shall prevail in that township; oth- 
erwise all tax levy shall be paid in 
casb. 


The law contains 122 sections, but 


the above are the material changes. 
It abolishes the system of overseers 
of highways but continues the pres- 
ent incumbents until their term of 
office expires.

Hia Labor Address at the Court House 


Last Nigrnt. 


From Tuesday's Daily. 


The Kev. Gilbert De La Matyr, of In- 


dianapolis, Ind., ex-member of congress, 
arrived iu the city yesterday from Dan- 
ville, and last night he delivered an ad- 
dress of nearly two hours' duration before 
a large audience of ladies and gentlemen 
at the court house, on the subject, "The 
Centralization of Wealth and Class Legis- 
lation." Before the meeting began the 
Ancient Order of Hibernian Band plaved 
several lively selections at the foot of "the 
the court house stairway, and -while the 
people gathered a number of representa- 
tive citizens and laboring men, most of 
the latter Knights of Labor, were pre- 
sented to the speaker of the evening. The 
meeting was called to order and Bev. De 
La Matyr was introduced by Hon. S. S. 
Jack, The speaker, who is a tall, muscu- 
lar gentleman, at present engaged in the 
Methodist ministry, began by announcing 
that he came to Decatur under the aus- 
picea of the Knights of Labor assemblies 
located here, and at once proceeded to de- 
tail mountains of facts showing what he 
declared to be the present woeful condi- 
tion of the laboring classes iu the United 
States. The various existing monopolies 
and capital oppressions generally were 
referred to at length to show the causes 
which have operated always against the 
wage workers in the country, against the 
toilers who are the real producers of the 
wealth of the laud. The speaker backed 
UD his declarations by facts and figures, 
showing how Yaaderbilt does secure an 
annual 
income of 
$12,000,000, 
Jay 


Gould 80,000,000, Kussell Sage §1,500,000, 
E. D. Morgan 8500,000, and all of this 
vast accumulated wealth comes off the 
laboring people of the country. These 
men roll in wealth, while the working 
people barely eke out an existence. How 
long will they endure it? Kev. Howard 
Crosby, of New York, declared that the 
dangerous classes iu this country are not 
the wage workers but the men who op- 
pi ess them, and he is right. The gentle- 
man declared that the figures show that 
the average wages received by the labor- 
ing classes in this country for one year 
was less than 8300, a sum certainly not 
sufficient to support a family of six de- 
ently. 
The Bufferings, privations and 


denials of the working people were mas- 
terly pictured, and the conclusion reached 
that something must be done to better 
their condition, giving them a just share 
of the product of their labor, less hours 
ot work a day, more social advantages, 
and those comforts that rightfully belong 
to them as producing classes. 
The 


speaker was opposed to strikes. He did 
not think strikes the best way to settle 
difficulties that arise between capital and 
labor. There was a far better way, and 
that was to use the ballot. The people 
Lave it in their power to crush the great 
monopolies of the country and right their 
wrongs, and they can do it all by using 
the ballot. The fact the audience was in 
sympathy with the utterances of the gift- 
ed speaker was attested by the frequent 
applause with which he was interrupted, 
and at the close of his able effort many 
went forward and expressed their approv- 
il personally. Copies of able speeches on 
;he labor question delivered in congress 
jy Rev. De La Matyr were sold to those 
who wished them. The audience was 
very orderly and attentive, but few leav- 
'.ng the hall during the speaking.

FLORIDA IN SUMMER. 


GAINESVILLE, FLA,, June 15. 


EDS. 
REPUBLICAN :—The rainy sea 


son has commenced now, though £ 
week or ten days earlier than some 
years. It has been 
raining .here 


nearly every day with one or two 
exceptions since about the 6th o] 
the month, but that does not mean 
rain all the time, but showers from a 
half hour to an hour and a half, 
sometimes quite hard showers, and 
sometimes only gentle rains, but in 
an hour after the storm has passed 
the water has all disappeared, except 
in very low places, and work can 
proceed in the fields. 


Vegetable shipping is about once 


through. 
There are a good many 


tomatoes yet left in the fields, and 
shipments are going forward every 
day, but Georgia and South Carolina 
truck is going in, and Florida prices 
are down somewhat. Another va- 
riety of peach is now in market here 
called the honey peach, a very de- 
licious peach, sweet and nice, shaped 
very different from the peento, or 
any variety of the northern peach. 
It is not very large, but long and 
with quite a crook on the small end 
of it. 
They bear in two years from 


the planting, and are true in produc- 
ing. 
They retail here now in the 


stores by the dozen at 
the rate of 


§8 per bushel. 


Now, 
as the wet weather com 


mences, is the time for planting out 
sweet potatoes for the general crop, 
and is done by clipping off about a 
foot of the vine that is growing on 
the ridges where the potatoes have 
been planted earlier in the season, 
and pushing them into the new made 
ridges with a forked stick, when they 
take root and grow. 
Cow peas are 


now planted for plowing in as fer- 
tilizers, or for winter feed, as they 
may be needed. Instead of being a 
pea they are in reality a small bean, 
but grow to vines very prolific. Some 
plant out orange trees during the 
wet season of July, but the most 
general time of planting is Decem- 
ber, January and March. 


At a city election held here on the 
th inst., the city voted bonds to the 


amount of 512,000 with which to 
help rebuild the East Florida Semi- 
nary, which was burned in January 
last, and to make other needed im- 
provements. 
It was not as much as 


needed, but being the first attempt to 
bond the city the friends of the 
measure did not wish to risk too 
much. 
There is also building here 


now a Young Ladies' 
Seminary, 


which is a nice building, and will be 
a credit to the city. It is built by 
Mr. Eastman, one of the business 
men of the city. 


The Florida Southern 
Railroad 


iomtnenced this week to bring iron 
lere towards completing the road to 
Lake City. 
It will be finished to 


Sfewnansville, in the north part of 
the county, in a few weeks, and will 
open up a fine country heretofore

THE verdict of "not guilty," ren- 


dered yesterday by the Btar route 
jury, is not much of, a surprise to 
the country—not because the'geueral 
impression is opposed to the idea of 
guilt, but because of the difficulty of 
getting any Washington jnry to con- 
vict anybody of swindling the gov- 
ernment. 
The average citizen of 


Washington regards the treasury of 
the United States as the legitimate 
prey of anybody who can get his 
hand into it, and in his opinion it is 
no crime to get all he can out of 
Uncle Sam's coffers, no matter how 
it is done. There is an obliquity in 
the moral vision of the great major- 
ity of men liable to jury duty in 
Washington, which prevents them 
from seeing anything wrong in that 
which would send a man to the pen- 
itentiary in ariy state in the Union, 
and the country generally has come 
to look upon trials of this character 
as the broadest kind of a farce. 
Mingled with this feeling of disgust 
upon the part of the public will be a 
sense of relief that the thing is over, 
but Mr. Dorsey and Gen. Brady will 
not find that the verdict of a Wash- 
ington jury will serve to restore 
them to the confidence of the coun- 
try. 
If they can enjoy the contem- 


plation of their victory they must be 
queerly constituted. 


KEBDELL, one of the star route 


defendants, is in a curious position. 
Somo time ago he entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge of conspiracy, 
and upon the witness stand testified 
as to the details of the crime. The 
jnry then, upon their oaths, declared 
that there was no evidence to prove a 
conspiracy, and thereby inform Mr.

ion, he is not guilty. It will now be 
in order for Browster, Bliss & Co.

Queen Victoria's Expected Abdi- 


cation.

Sensational and conjectural as tha 


published reports of Queen Victoria's 
physical and mental condition doubt- 
less are, it would nevertheless not be 
surprising if there were some foun- 
dation for the probability of her con- 
templated abdication. In the first 
place, it must be remembered that 
the Queen is now in the 04th year 
of her age; that she has been reign- 
ing over forty years; that her reign 
has already lasted longer than that 
of any other English sovereign, ex- 
cept three or four; that the loss 
of her husband occasioned her a life- 
long sorrow; and last, but by no 
means least, she has a son in the 
heir apparent to the throne who is 
now 4'2 years of age, and is no doubt 
impatient to take the Queen's place. 


All these things give an air of 


probability to the current rumor, and 
it would be no wonder if, as is al- 
leged, the English people should be 
considerably agitated upon the sub- 
ject of the good Queen's suspected 
intention of relinquishing the crown 
for the benefit of the Prince of 
Wales. 
The English people are 


averse to sudden changes of any 
kind, especially in affairs affecting 
the integrity of their government, 
and the reign of Victoria has been so 
mild and beneficent for nearly half a 
century that they will have naturally 
some misgivings of the result of a 
change, no matter when it comes or 
how good might be the character of 
the ruler that is to follow in her foot- 
steps. 


As to the Prince of Wales, who 


will become King of England, etc., 
whenever his royal mother steps 
aside, it may be said that on many 
accounts the people of the realm 
have now much less cause for appre- 
hension from his ascendency to the 
throne than they had a few years 
ago. 
Common report credits him 


with having sowed all his wild oats; 
with having become more sober and 
dignified, and with having aban- 
doned many of the follies and vices 
that clouded his younger years and 
caused his mother many a pang of 
solicitude. 
The Prince is now rep- 


resented to be a highly cultured, 
strong minded and mature gentle- 
man, who is thoroughly English in 
all his ideas and'habits. He is open 
and frank, hating shams and hypoc- 
risy, and of late years has become 
personally quite popular with all 
classes of people. 
His thorough 


knowledge of English politics, his 
close family relationship with the 
other European courts, and his posi- 
tion as King of one of the foremost 
nations in the world would make him 
a conspicuous figure in the history 
of his time. 
If he is the self-poised, 


strong-willed man that he is repre- 
sented to be, his succession to the 
throne at any time may work a great 
change in the foreign policy of the 
English government, and perhaps 
such a prospect has already caused 
some apprehension in the minds of 
his subjects.

Condition of Corn. 


Returns received at the Department of 


Agriculture, represent the condition of 
corn as far from flattering. There is con- 
siderable complaint concerning the infe- 
rior quality of seed corn, and much of the 
seed purchased outside the state was no 
better than that grown at home. The 
cold, wet season has had much to do with 
the poor stand of corn, as good seed, un- 
der such unfavorable conditions, would 
not have germinated well. There has 
been an unusual amount of replanting, 
and a considerable area will be planted in 
corn in June in sections of the state where 
the heavy continued rains have delayed 
planting. In all of the central counties, 
tbe condition, June 1, indicates less than 
three-fourths of an average yield per acre 
of corn, except the following: Adams, 78; 
Calhoun, 80; Champaign, 86; Clark, 91; 
Coles, 81; Cumberland, 83; DeWitt, 93; 
Dougias, 82; Edgar, 92; Ford, 82; Greene, 
90; Jersey, 80; Logan, .89; Macon, 77; 
Maconpin, 88; McLean, 83; Menard, 75; 
Montgomery, 80; Morgan, 76; Piatt, 88; 
Sangamon, 85; Schuyler, 80; Shelby, 88; 
and Vermilion, 120; but the acreage is 
IOC, as compared with that of last year.
